The initial pay of an employee who does not hold a lien 
on the post from which he is transferred/promoted to an- 
other post and whose pay in his previous post is more 
than the minimum of the scale of the new post will be 
regulated as follows: 

(i) The pay of an employee who has put in more than 
three years’ continuous service in a post will be 
fixed in the new post in the same manner as that 
of a person holding a lien under Regulation 26. 
provided the appointing authority is satisfied that 
he is eligible and suitable for permanent appoint- 
ment to the post from which he is transferred/ 
promoted. ' 

(li) The initial pay of the employees other than those 
to whom clause (i) above will be applicable will 
be fixed In the new pest at the stage equal to the 
pay drawn in the previous post or if there is no 
such stage the stage next below that pay plus per- 
sonal pay equal to the difference to be absorbed in 
the next increment and the next increment will 
be allowed on the same date on which it would 
have fallen due in the previous post, provided the 
following conditions are satisfied: 

(1) The lower post continues to exist on a long 
term basis, and 

(2) the employees would have continued to work 
in the lower post but for his promotion to the 
higher post. 

(iii) On transfer from one post to another post on the 
same scale of pay, the pay of an employee may be 
fixed In the next post by giving the benefit of the 
service rendered in the previous post. 

(lv) On transfer from a higher post to a lower post in 
the case of an employee recruited direct to the 
higher post, the pay in the lower post may be fixed 
by giving the benefit of completed years of service 
in the higher post for the purpose or advance incre- 
ments in the lower post provided the pay so fixed 
does not exceed the pay drawn in the higher post 
at the time of transfer. 

(v) If an employee is promoted to a higher post and 
then reverted to the original lower post, he may be 
allowed to draw pay in the lower post at the same 
stage at which he would have drawn it but for his
